Centipede Poison. 

A strange story comes from Baxter county, 
in Western Arsansas. A family of five 
persons left their home in the neighborhood 
o! Baldwin, Tennessee, about the heginninz 
ot March, trying to reach Texas in @ team 
of their owa, and one night camped near a 
way-side spring, where they were found 
dead or dying tae next morning. Al! rem 
edies failed, and the death of the eatire 
family was at first ascribed to the contamin. 
ated conaition of the spring, witch shortly 
before had formed the seutre ofa Gypsy 
canmip tbut a coroner's luquest re vealed the 
fact that the ill-fated travellers had cooked 
their coffee in a can that contained the 
remains of a large centipede. ine plan of 
pursuing and lynching the Gypsies was then 
at once ubandoned, but it could have done no 
harm to analyze, or at least to clear, the sus 
pected spring. The centipede hypothesis, at 
all events, is based onthe popularerror which 
confounds the eects of mineral and vegetable 
poisons with these of an animal virus 
Serpent virus kills only by its direct injec 
tion into the cirentation of the human badv, 
and an ounce of the virulent substance 
might be swallowed with impunity, unless 
the experimenter should happen to be afflict- 
ed with gastric tumors. \ wny birds and 
animals, in fact, devour all sorts of venomous 
reptiles; the Merops apiaster, or Turkish 
staring, kills and eats scores of wispa, and 
in dry seasons when the herbage of the 
parched hillsides withers to the roots, the

s. The English naturalist Berkland 
swallowed with napunity the virus of three 
kinds of serpents. ‘Tlie bite of 
venomous insects has undoubtedly, though 
very rarcly, led to fatal results, but a quart 
of boilet centipedes would not furnish 
poison enough to kill a child.

New Torpedo Protections. 

The Nile battle sirp lately proceeded to 
the back of the Isle ot Wight, for the trial 
of a new sysiem of turpedo defenses, the tn 
vention of Captain Wilson, of the Vernon, 
The Nile is the tirst vessel in which hollow 
steel booms have been substituted for the 
ordinary cumbrous wooden spars. The new 
booms are of the usual length, between 50 
feet and 40 feet, whichis understood to be 
the limit of safety, and arranged diagenally 
at equal distances along the aides. The top- 
ping lifts are also disposed obliquely, but in 
theapposite direction to the set of the booms, 
so that when they are le) go-the beens, im 
falling into posiiien at right angles with the 
sinp, carry the ring nets Into the water, 
and when raised they pull up the nets and 
the wey of the ship ig not impeded.

CHURCH OF ENGLAND DIS- 
CIPLINE. 


The new Clergy Discipline bill, 
supported by the Archbishops of 
Canterbury and York, has made a 
decided sensation among the clergy 
of the Church of England, who, for 
the first time. are held to a strict 
responsibility for good behavior. 
The bill has received hearty support 
owing to the difficulty of dealing 
with clergymen under the law as it 
has been. The new bill provides 
that if a clergyman has been sene 
tenced to penal servitude, or hard 
labor, or convicted of a minor but 
disgraceful offence, or been the re- 
spondent, or co-respondent, in a 
successful suit for absolute divorce 
he is deprived of his benefice. When 
he is deprived of his benefice, the 
sheriff is to see that he is kept away 
from itinstead of being permitted, 
like a certain suspended clergyman, 
to guide visitors through the church 
and receive gratuities. In another 
instance a clergyman had been tried 
for crime, but was got cff with a 
conviction of misdemeanor, and 
sentenced to eighteen months’ im- 
prisonment. As the only way to 
get rid of him and prevent his _re- 
turn from gaol to the pulpit, Dr. 
Magee, new Aschbishop of York, 
took advantage of a clause in the 
law which imade a benefice vacant 
unless the clergyman performed two 
services a year if ordered by the 
Bishop.

DUTY OFF SUGAR. 
Ottawa, June 23.—“Sugar is on 
the free list!" That is the pivotal 
point upon which swings the bud- 
get debate to-day. A free break- 
fast table, free tea, free coffee, free 
sugar, will undoubtedly be as popu- 
lar with the country as it is with 
the House, and the rigid economy 
rendered necessary by the taking 
off of the taxation on one of the 
necessaries of lifetwill be assented to 
in the same spiritin which it is 
proffered. Cheapness which arises 
by reducing the revenue must be 
accompanied by a decreased ex- 
penditure, but even the most rapid 
Grit will not find fault with a policy 
sv manifestly in the general inter- 
est. To-night an utterly tlabber- 
gasted rabble of Grit politicians had 
councilled during recess to devise, 


it possible, some means of meeting 
a policy that it was evident the 


country would unitedly endorse. 
What has been done ? In so many 
words, raw sugar has been placed 
upon the free list, while atthe same 
time adequate protection is main- 
tained against the importation of 
refined sugers, This cheapness in 
the article itself is ensured, while 
the value of manufacturing in our 
own country is preserved, This 
means @ loss of reyenue of $3,600,- 
000 per year which has to be faced, 
One million and ahalf is to be met 
by an increase of duties on liquors 
and tobacco; the balance is to be 
made up by rigid economy. In 
addition one-half the duty is taken 
off salt, another gift of value to the 
consumer of necessaries. Drotec 
tion to native industries, low taxa- 
tion and perfect economy are the 
watchwords of the Administration — 
watchwords that will receive the 
endorsation of the people of Canada 
from end to end of the country,— 
Empire.

NOR’-WEST GOVERNMENT. 
Premier Brett and Mr, Betts, of 
the North-West Legislative Council, 
who have been at Ottawa for some 
time interviewing the Government 
respecting the demand of the North- 
West for a larger measure of respon- 
sible government, arrived at Win- 
nipeg on Friday last, en route howe. 
Premier Brett will remain in the 
city until Sunday, but Mr. Betts 
proceeded west in the afternoon. 
The Premier was interrogated by a 
Free Press reporter as to the result 
of their visit to the capital, and in 
reply he stated that they were per- 
fectly satistied with the outcome of 
their negotiations with the Govern- 
ment. He is fully convinced that 
the North-West will secure every- 
thing that has been asked for, even 
to a division of the territories into 
three governmental districts. Pre- 
mitr Brett says that the public ap- 
pears to have misunderstood this 
proposition for a division, It was 
not asked that three districts should 
be established with an elaborate 
system of government, but witha 
i sort of large county council, and 
that one Lieutenart-Governor should 
preside over the whole Terntories 
as at present. Premier Brett says 
| that the Territories are too large to 
be administered satisfactorily or 
economically fromone centre, hence 
the request for a civision. No legise 
‘lation will be iatroduced in the 
| Dominion House this session regard- 


|ing Northwest government, except- 
| ing a bill to prolorg the life of the 
Assembly, it having been decided 
| to defer action until the census has 
| been taken, In tie meantime the 
| Federal Government will formulate 
a plan, which, it is expected, will 
be very liberal.— Pree Press,
